Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health 

For  the  Year  1969 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Carnforth  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  this  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban  District  of  Carnforth  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1969.  The  layout  and  contents  follow 
the  usual  pattern  and  are  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Department  of  Health  Circular  T 1 /70. 

The  estimated  mid- 1969  population  was  4,160,  a decrease  of 
twenty  from  the  two  previous  years.  The  higher  estimated  popula- 
tion was  in  1964,  at  4,210  inhabitants.  In  1949  and  1959  the 
estimates  were  3,450  and  3,900  respectively. 

For  the  first  time  in  over  twenty  years,  there  were  more  deaths 
(69)  than  births  (50)  and  in  the  same  period,  only  once  has  there 
been  more  than  55  deaths.  However,  when  dealing  with  small 
numbers,  demographically,  it  is  long  term  trends  that  should  be 
observed,  and  not  too  much  attention  paid  to  one  year’s  figures. 
The  previous  year  had  the  higher  number  of  births  for  many  years, 
and  a low  number  of  deaths;  averaging  the  two  years  gives  a more 
realistic  picture,  65  and  54,  much  the  same  as  the  rest  of  the 
decade. 

Towards  the  end  of  1968,  Infective  Hepatitis  (Infective  Jaun- 
dice), was  made  a notifiable  disease,  and  one  case  was  reported  to 
the  Health  Department  in  1969.  This  illness  generally  runs  a mild, 
though  uncomfortable  course,  but  can  occasionally  leave  serious 
after  effects  and  has  a small  but  definite  fatality  rate.  There  is  still 
much  to  learn  about  it,  so  from  the  angle  of  preventative  medicine, 
as  much  data  as  possible  is  being  assembled,  to  try  to  alleviate  its 
epidemicity,  whilst  clinical  and  research  doctors  are  studying  the 
nature  of  the  causative  organi.sm  with  the  eventual  hope  of  pro- 
ducing a protective  vaccine. 
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Our  Measles  vaccination  campaign  was  further  curtailed  during 
the  year.  One  of  the  main  manufacturers  withdrew  all  their  stocks 
and  alternative  sources  were  not  immediately  available.  As  a result 
only  twenty  children  were  given  the  protection.  The  supplies  situa- 
tion has  now  improved,  and  it  is  hoped  to  eliminate  the  disease  in 
the  same  way  as  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis. 

It  has  been  cynically  stated  that  the  amount  of  a Medical 
Officer’s  Annual  Report  that  is  read,  is  in  inverse  proportion  to  its 
length.  No  doubt  much  of  the  statistical  information  is  rather 
indigestible,  but  a lot  of  its  importance  is  in  historical  record 
purposes.  A comparison  with  as  recently  as  1949  illustrates  quite

Regarding  the  sewers,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  wrote  — 
“Periodical  flushing  of  all  sewers  is  regularly  carried  out  by  means 
of  emptying  a ton  of  water  from  the  waste  cart  through  a twelve 
inch  valve  down  the  manholes.” 

Today  we  are  within  sight  of  completion  of  one  of  the  most 
advanced  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes  in  the  country,  and  in  this 
Conservative  Year,  when  the  rest  of  the  country  has  hit  on  the 
word  “pollution”,  about  which  Public  Health  Officers  have  been 
preaching  unheeded,  for  over  a century,  we  in  Carnforth  can 
proudly  show  that  we  are  playing  our  part  in  freeing  our  beautiful 
Morecambe  Bay  from  the  outflow  of  untreated  effluent. 

I record  once  again,  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  my  col- 
leagues in  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  interest  of  the 
members  in  the  field  of  social  and  preventive  medicine.

SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA 


In  sections  C and  D of  the  report  full  details  will  be  found 
relating  to  infectious  diseases  and  environmental  health  within 
the  Carnforth  Urban  District,  for  which  services  the  Council  are 
directly  responsible. 

The  present  section  is  related  to  those  health  services  which 
concern  mainly  the  personal  health  and  welfare  of  the  individual 
rather  than  public  health  and  the  community.  Divisional  Health 
Committee  No.  2 of  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  on  which 
committee  your  Council  has  one  representative,  is  responsible  for 
the  day-to-day  administration  of  the  following  services,  available 
to  the  inhabitants  of  Carnforth  as  well  as  to  those  of  neighbouring 
districts. 


(1)  Domiciliary  Services. 

For  the  benefit  of  residents  in  the  area  two  district  nurse/ 
midwives  are  resident  in  Carnforth,  others  being  available 
nearby  at  Silverdale  and  Bolton-le-Sands.  Seven  health  visitors, 
who  are  also  trained  nurses,  are  centred  on  the  School  Clinic 
in  Market  Street.  Several  Home  Helps  are  resident  in 
Carnforth  and  Warton. 


(2)  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

This  service  is  closely  correlated  with  the  domiciliary 
midwifery,  health  visiting  and  domestic  help  services,  by  which 
means  the  mother  can  receive  advice  and  care  for  herself  and 
her  child  as  well  as  help  in  the  home  during  and  after  her 
confinement. 

During  1969  the  average  attendance  at  the  Carnforth 
child  welfare  centre  was  over  50  children  per  weekly  session. 

(3)  Combined  School  Clinic  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

At  21  Market  Street,  Carnforth,  in  addition  to  the  child 
welfare  session  on  Tuesday  afternoons  (2 — 4 p.m.)  a minor 
ailment  clinic  for  school  children  is  held  on  Friday  mornings 
(9-30 — 11-30  a.m.).  An  eye  clinic  is  held  on  alternate  Fri- 
day mornings,  and  a dental  clinic  on  each  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  all  day.  A clinic  is  held  every  Thursday  afternoon 
at  which  expectant  mothers  attend  for  relaxation,  exercises 
and  the  teaching  of  mothercraft.

(4)  Immunisation  and  Vaccination. 

A great  number  of  once  common,  and  tragically  fatal 
diseases,  are  now  preventable,  by  the  early  protection  of 
babies.  This  is  a free  service  available  either  from  the  family 
doctor  or  at  the  school  clinic.  Immunisation  is  offered  against 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  (Lock-jaw),  Polio- 
myelitis and  Measles,  together  with  vaccination  against  Small- 
pox. At  about  the  12th  year  age,  vaccination  is  also  offered 
against  Tuberculosis  (B.C.G.  vaccination),  and  for  girls. 
Rubella  (German  Measles). 

(5)  Ambulance  Service. 

The  Carnforth  area  is  served  by  ambulances  based  on  the 
Lancaster  and  Morecambe  stations.  All  vehicles  are  under 
radio  control  and  carry  modern  resuscitation  apparatus? 


(6)  Other  Services. 

Certain  other  services  are  organised  on  a divisional  basis, 
without  allocation  of  staff  to  particular  areas.  Thus  5 mental 
health  workers  and  one  tuberculosis  health  visitor  cover  the 
whole  division.  The  arrangements  for  sending  persons  re- 
covering from  illness  to  convalescent  homes  are  made  through 
the  Divisional  Health  Office,  Lancaster. 


(7)  Welfare  Services — National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

The  following  welfare  services  are  also  administered  by 
the  Divisional  Health  Committee  : — 

(a)  Residential  Accommodation  : For  persons  in  need  of 
care  and  attention  not  otherwise  available  to  them 
accommodation  is  provided  at  Dolphinlee,  The  Laurels, 
Fair  Elms  and  Beaumont  View  at  Lancaster  ; at  the 
Empress  Hostel,  Morecambe ; Moor  Platt  and  The 
Hermitage  at  Caton  ; Slyne  House  at  Slyne-with-Hest. 

(b)  Temporary  Accommodation  : In  case  of  urgent  need, 
e.g.  fire,  flood  or  eviction,  temporary  shelter  is  provided 
by  arrangement  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

(c)  Handicapped  Persons  : For  persons  who  are  blind,  deaf, 

or  otherwise  substantially  and  permanently  handicapped, 
certain  welfare  services  and  facilities  are  made  available, 
either  through  the  agency  of  voluntary  organisations  or 
directly  by  the  County  Council. 
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(d)  Homes  for  Disabled  and/or  Old  Persons:  There  are  seven 
homes  of  this  nature  in  the  division,  all  managed 
by  voluntary/or  private  bodies.  These  are  registered  and 
inspected  regularly  by  the  divisional  medical  staff. 


(8)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  milk,  water  and  speci- 
mens in  connection  with  infectious  diseases  is  carried  out  by 
Dr.  Robertson  and  his  staff  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Preston.  Samples  of  water  for  chemical  examin- 
ation are  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst  at  Preston.  Analysis  of 
food  and  drugs  is  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the 
Lancashire  County  Council. 


(9)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

The  following  clinics  are  administered  by  the  North 
Lancashire  and  South  Westmorland  Hospital  Management 
Committee: — 

(a)  Tuberculosis : — Chest  Clinic,  Beaumont  Hospital, 

Lancaster. 

(b)  Venereal  Diseases  ; — Special  Treatment  Centre,  Royal 
Lancaster  Infirmary. 

(c)  Deaf  Aid  Clinic  : — A session  for  the  provision  of  batteries 
and  cords  for  hearing  aids  is  held  at  21,  Market  Street, 
Carnforth,  on  the  first  Friday  of  each  month. 
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SECTION  C. 


PREVALENCE  OF.  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 
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NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (other  than 
Tuberculosis)  CASES  NOTIFIED  DURING  1969 


The  year  is  notable  in  that  only  one  case  of  infectious  disease 
was  notified  — a young  adult  (15-25  age  group)  with  Infective 
Jaundice.  This  illness  was  first  made  notifiable  only  two  years  ago, 
and  in  view  of  the  severity  it  can  sometimes  display,  the  collection 
of  data  for  medical  and  epidemiological  research  is  most  important. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

One  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year,  and 
there  were  no  deaths  attributable  to  this.  Another  case  was 
diagnosed  after  death. 


IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

Since  1948  only  one  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  notified  in 
Carnforth.  The  young  mothers  of  to-day  do  not  realise  the  danger 
of  this  disease  but  localised  outbreaks  still  occur  sporadically  in 
this  country.  The  present  immunisation  and  vaccination  pro- 
gramme now  affords  a considerable  degree  of  protection  against 
many  diseases — diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis, 
measles,  tuberculosis  and  smallpox,  and  it  is  important  that  every 
advantage  be  taken  of  this  service  so  as  to  ensure  a high  level  of 
immunity  in  the  population. 

In  summer  1968  a Measles  vaccine  was  released.  Unfortu- 
nately, the  initial  impact  was  lost  as  the  first  campaign  coincided 
with  an  outbreak  of  natural  Measles.  In  1969,  one  brand  of  vaccine 
was  withdrawn  by  the  manufacturers,  and  with  insufficient  from 
alternative  sources,  again  the  campaign  made  no  progress.  This  is 
to  be  rectified  in  1970,  after  which  it  is  hoped  to  eliminate  the 
disease,  which  can  leave  very  disabling  after  effects. 

In  1968,  121  children  were  vaccinated  against  Measles  and  in 
1969  only  20. 

59  children  received  protection  against  Poliomyelitis  and  a 
further  65  booster  doses  in  1969.

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SECTION  D. 


REPORT  BY  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
OF  THE  AREA. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 


Water,  abundant  in  quantity,  is  supplied  from  the  Lune 
Valley  Water  Board  reservoir  situated  at  Withnets,  which  has  a 
capacity  of  52  million  gallons.  It  is  chlorinated  and  filtered. 

Reports  of  19  samples  taken  by  the  board  indicate  19  as  satis- 
factory. 

With  the  exception  of  5 private  houses  and  2 farm  houses, 
all  permanent  dwellings  within  the  area  are  connected  to  the  public 
water  supply.  In  the  case  of  3 of  the  5 private  houses  and  one 
farm  early  mains  connections  are  expected  and  the  two  remaining 
have  a pure  and  wholesome  supply  of  well  water. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  sewerage  of  the  area  which  is  by  gravity  to  the  two  Crag 
Bank  works  and  to  the  Keer  tanks  is  to  be  investigated  by  the 
Consultants  next  year. 

The  Joint  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  is  now  well  under  way 
although  somewhat  behind  schedule  owing  to  ground  conditions 
during  the  winter  causing  delay  in  the  work.  It  is  to  the  credit  of 
this  Council  and  Lancaster  Rural  District  Council  that  this  scheme 
means  that  the  two  Authorities  are  the  only  ones  on  the  North 
West  Coast  in  the  Fylde/Morecambe  Bay  Area  that  will  have  full 
treatment  of  sewage  and  discharge  of  effluent  of  high  standard  into 
the  Bay. 

Surely  a lesson  for  the  larger  Authorities  in  the  area  in  these 
days  of  growing  awareness  of  environmental  pollution. 


PROVISION  OF  WATER  CLOSETS,  ETC. 

With  the  exception  of  six  premises,  all  dwellings  (inclu- 
sive of  farms)  within  the  area  have  fresh  water  closets. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


The  Council  continue  to  tip  at  Cote  Stones  by  agreement 
with  the  Lancaster  Rural  District  Council  and  arrangements  are 
very  satisfactory  to  the  Council. 

A weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  made  and  trade 
refuse  is  collected  from  various  premises.  Approximately  1,720 
bins  per  week  are  dealt  with. 

HOUSING 

During  1969,  14  houses  have  been  built  by  private  enterprise. 
The  scheme  for  34  flats  and  bungalows  on  Highfield  Road  for  aged 
persons  commenced  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  The  embargo 
on  housing  development  has  continued  because  of  sewage  disposal 
difficulties  but  it  is  expected  that  applications  for  development  will 
be  received  mid- 1970  for  starting  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  existing  housing  stock  is  made  up  as  follows: —

Improvement  grants  applications  continue  to  increase  and  four 
grants  were  approved  during  the  year  and  twelve  Standard  Grants 
were  submitted.  It  is  expected  that  with  the  advent  of  the  Housing 
Act  1969,  there  will  be  an  increase  in  applications  for  both  types 
of  grant.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  none  in  the  area. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  AND 
FOOD  PREMISES. 

The  three  butchers  in  the  area  are  obtaining  carcase  meat 
and  offal  from  wholesale  distributors  outside  Carnforth.  It  is 
inspected  before  despatch  and  as  there  are  no  local  slaughter- 
houses within  the  area  the  problem  of  meat  inspection  at  time  of 
slaughter  of  animals  does  not  arise.
